But he would ven- 
ture to apeak, and utter the true sentiments of 
hla heart at this the proudest moment of his life, 
when all men met free and equal for the first 
time beneath the dome of the Capitol of the Old 
North State. 


What IB the real object of this convention, geu- 


;lt'uicn ? Why have we assembled ? ''Not to de- 
vise the macblucry of reconstruction, tint to In- 
luire Into the best means of working under the 
supplemental bill which Congress lift* enacted for 
our benefit. To organize for that purpose is the 
treat object of this convention.
